Hongkong Hosiery Trade. 


The hosiery trade in Hongkong 
now consists of two distinct divi- 
sions, namely, imported hosiery for 
the high-class trade and locally- 
manufactured articles for the 
cheaper trade. Previous to the war 


this cheaper trade was supplied 
very largely by and t0 
some extent by Japan, and Japan- 


ese socks still compete to a. small 
extent with the locally made goods; 
but in a general way the Hongkong 
and South China knitting factories 
(employing chiefly Japanese-made 
yarn) are now-supplying the great 
bulk of the cheap trade. The holier 
grade trade is largely American in 
hosiery for beth men and women. 
The women’s trade is principally 
in silk goods. Japanese. makers 
claim a large share of the — 
grade of silk stockings. The Japan- 
ese stockings, however, do not wear 
well and soon spot. The demand 
generally is for a quality better than 
the Japanese but not up to the high- 
est class. of American goods, The 
American goods here are mainly 


second grade; they do not wear so 
well as the higher grade, and the 


climate causes them to go to pieces 
very quickly, particularly until they 
are washed. Nevertheless few of 
{he shops stock the highest-grade 
goods from any country, for the 
losses incident to keeping valuable 
goods anv length of 
great {fo make the trade at all prof- 
itable. The experience of most local 
users of the second quality hosiery, 
however, is such that the eall for 
the ‘better grade is improving, and 
just at present there is an increas- 
ing demand for the average or stan- 
dard grades and highly. advertised 


goods. 
In men’s socks the. demand runs 
largely to standard American. silk 


and fine cotton socks and to Enelish 
fine woolen goods. The widely-ad- 
verlised brands of American socks 
are pretty much the standard in the 
market now, and there is no reason, 
apparently, -why such should not 
continue to be the case. There is 
a heavier trade here in fine woolen 
hosiery than would naturally be ex- 
pected in a hot climate. The En- 
glish goods imported to meet this 
demand are of a very fine quality 
and priced accordingly. 

In spite of war conditions general 
demand for haberdashery of a high 
grade continues and is rather on the 
increase. The proportion of Amer. 


fime are 
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far above norma! 
especial call for high- 
grade neckwear and for such goods 
as very fine woolen pajamas and the 
like. American collars have been 
introduced and are sold in increas- 
ing amounts, but. in a general way do 
not successfully compete with Brit- 
ish goods of the same sort where the 
latter can be had. There is less de- 
mand for foreign-made underwear 
than formerly, the better-class 
{rade being supplied more generally 
by locally made non-knit goods, 
while the cheaper trade is supplhed 


largely by loeally-made and Japan- 
ese knit goods. In all these goods 
sales are below normal, but the 
American share of the trade is much 
above normal.

New York: There was a contin- 
ued firmness in the- cotton goods 
market during the past week. In- 
creasing confidence in the smaller 
estimates of the crop, the continued 


activity of domestic mills and 
continued steadiness of Southern 


spot markets were in the 
advance. 

Manufacturers are said to: be able 
{fo sell goods for forward delivery 
at. prices showing attractive profits 
over present raw cotton quotations, 
and the risk of underwriting mill re- 
quirements has served to check 
speculative selling for short account.

Private crop estimates issued dur-_ 


ing the week have ranged from 
about 10,500,000 to 411,258,000 bales, 
excluding linters. Estimates of 


Southern cotton exchange members 
so far received have averaged in 
the neighborhood of 40,700,000 bales. 

Gray goods for December delivery 
were hard to find in the market. 
Proportions for forward datings are 
forwarded to the mills for confirma- 
tion. ‘The market is firm and on the 
whole conservative. 

There seems to be a somewhat 
better disposition toward fine goods 
and conservative styles in fancies. 
The position of this trade is expec- 
fant, a hopeful expectation that a 
strong demand from consumers for 
cotton goods in general must lead to 
a stronger demand for certain fan- 
cies that are now relatively mactive. 
It is generally admitted that fabrics 
of finer construction are compara- 
tively cheaper than others of lower 
count. 

There is little change in the ging- 
hams situation. Buyers understood 
when orders were confirmed that, 
the right was reserved to reduce or- 
ders if stated circumstances inter- 
vened. It is estimated that under 
eonditions laid down buyers would 
get 75 per cent of quantities of ging- 
hams ordered, and possibly. 70 per 
cent of napped goods. They antici- 
pated no great inconvenience, as 
buvers had provided in advance for 
such contingency. 

Denims were higher by compari- 
son than any other construction of 
eotton goods, except some particu- 
larly active numbers of cotton duck, 
which about balance denim. prices 
alt present. 

Ducks, drills and twills, were very 
hard to get. Reports that the gov- 
ernment is increasing its demand 
for duck cause little stir because the 
government has already taken quan- 
tities into. untold, so that the ru- 
mors. of large additions to the total 
are heard with little surprise. 

The export trade is as active as 
existing war conditions permit. 
Shipping conditions are considerably 
better to South America, West In- 
dies, Mexico and Cuba: ‘There was 
a good deal of demand during the 
week from Brazil for fine and fancy 
cotton goods of the better grades 
and higher prices did not interfere. 
There was small demands for coars- 
er construetion eotton and for low 
grade cotton dress goods. 


In fact, there were general re- 
quests reported from Brazil, Argen- 
tine, Uruguay and Mexieo for fine 
construction wool and worsted voile. 
Experts to Argentine in particular 
were gaining in consequence of na- 
tive houses entering more freely 
and acquiring the business formerly 
transacted by German lines, but 


abruptly terminated by the enemy 
trading act. 
An unsatisfactory demand comes 


from Mexico for eotton cloth of 
coarse construction in 28-inch width, 
for which it seems impossible at 
present to find a satisfactory substi- 
Lute.

importance. Up to that time the 
United States furnished about 8# 


the yarn supply.” Then 
Japanese spimning mills commenced 
fo. make a specialtv of fine-count 
varns, and during the season of 1916 
they secured practical control of the 
Hongkong market 


Some small portion of the supplies 


of the Hongkong and South China 


factories continued to come from 
the United States, perhaps 15 per 
eent; but American yarns were im- 
ported for especially fine trade only, 
and the sales diminished from month 
to month until at the beginning of 
the current season in Hongkong less 


than 10 per cent of the supplies 
were imported from the United 
States. Japanese mills had secured 


the trade by using lowpriced Chinese 
and Indian cotton earried to Japan 
in subsidized at freight 
rates fixed by the Japenese Govern- 
ment and exporting the varn made 
therefrom to Hongkong and other 
consuming fields. 


Powerful syndicates started buying 
yarn of all grades, but especially of 
the fine eounts, several months ago 
and hegan to force up prices. dJap- 
anese newspapers report that prices 
were forced up to 520 yen, or $260 
gold, per bale of 400 pounds of yarn 
on the Osaka Cotton Exehange,
